Trial of Ancutpatp Cornwatt Town-oficer in Edinburgh, 
for attempting to hang up the King’s Pidure on tle Gal- 
lows, from Arnot’s Criminat Triacs, -lately publifhed. 


S this trial is a nonpareil, I prefent i¢ neat. ¢ Archi- 
A * bald Cornwalf town-officer, di/aited (a) of the igno- 
* minioufly difhonouring and defaming of his Majefty, in tak- 
‘ ing off his portrait, and laying of the fame, and fetting there- 
‘ of to the ftoops and upbearers of the gibbet, preffing to fix up 
* the fame thereupon.’ 

‘ Purfuer Mr Thomas Hamilton (4) advocate to our Sove- 
* raigne Lord.’ 

Then follow the names of the affize ; they are moftly tai- 
lors; two of them are defigned /ruitmen.

* tian of Caefar.’ Dii boni! 

But this, bad as it is, is not the worft point of light in 
which this trial muft be viewed. Fot to hang a man on’ ac- 
count of tranfgrefling a law, annexing a capinal Scihithpiede to 
the knotting ‘of ftraws, is not fo repugnant to liberty and ju- 
ftice, as the hanging him upon no Jaw at all, but merely at 
the caprice of a tyrant. Now, there is nothing in the Scot- 
tith ftatutes upon which this indiétment could have been found- 
ed. The idea, indeed, muft have been borrowed from the 
Roman law; yet, even upon the Imperial edicts, this man 
could not have been legally convicted : For there is hardly an 
analogy between the images of the Roman Eimperors and a 
modern pigture ; Emperors, who themfélyes were deified, and 
whofe confecrated ftatueg were the obje&ts of religious adora- 
tion. Nay, were the analogy complete between the Imperial 
images, and the pictures of a modern prince; and, were the 
fanguinary edicts that guarded the majefty of Rome, fuaitable 
to a limited monarchy, {till the prifoner mnit, by law, have 
been acquitted ; for * Non videri contra majeftatem fieri ob i+ 
‘ magines (¢) Cacfaris nondum confecratas venditas.’

In the 
evening a play wad given by his Grace the Lord Lieutenant to. 
the ladies ; and the night concluded with bonfires, illumina- 
tions, atid other rejoicings throughout the city. *: 
“Genoa, Auguft 1. Their Sicilian Majefties arrived on Mon- 
day morning at the apartments prepared for thgir reception in 
the Brignole Palace. At eleven o’clock the King went on 
board the St Gicdchino, when the whole Neapolitan fquadron’ 
dreffed and faluted him. His Britanic¢ Majelty’s frigates the 
Thetis and Orphcus manned thip as the King pafled them, 
awe him three cheers, and faluted him with one and twenty 


-«® gums each, as did the Medea Dutch frigate: ‘The'like cere- 


mony was ed at his Majelty’s» return on’ fhore. In the 
eveniig the King and Queen went to the themtrey On Tuef- 
day the nobility of both fexes,. with the foreign minifters and 
éonfuls, were admitted to their Majefties prefence ; and in the 
evening of that day they went to:a mafked ball, and partook of 
a fapper prepared in two :palaces united on the occafion, the 
s of which were illuminated. Their Majefties have not 
yet fixed the time of their departare. 
' \Genoa, Auguft 4. The Magiftrates of the Health Office 
here, in confequence of the intelligence that the plague rage:
